Fort Worth, April I.—Because, as Is 
alleged, the telegraph operator of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas railway 
failed to deliver train 
orders to a 
northbound ca ttle train, carrying thir­ 
ty cars, two trains came together less 
than thirty minutes later in a sag be­ 
tween two cuts seven miles south of 
this city, both trains going down grade 
at a rate of forty miles an hour, at 8 
•’clock this morning. 
Six men were burned to death, thir 
teen cars caught fire and over 300 head 
•f cattle lost their lives. 
Fire also 
broke out in the southbound train, 
which 
was 
carrying 
merchandise. 
Eight cars were consumed. 
The dead are: 
Engineer Wooden 
and Fireman Hines of the southbound 
train. Engineer Caldwell and Fireman 
W allace of the northbound train and 
two brakemen, names unknown.

A new addition to the faculty of 
the Agricultural and Mechanical 
College is Prof. 
Charles H. A l­ 
vord, who was elected by the di­ 
rectors at their recent meeting at 
Austin to fill the vacancy made by 
the resignation of Prof. F. S. John­ 
ston. 
Prof. 
Alvord 
is 
not

stranger at the college, 
for he 
was associate professor of agricul­ 
ture during the four years of Col. 
Foster’s administration as presi­ 
dent of the college. 
Nor is he a 
stranger among the farmers and 
stockmen of the state, for in addi­ 
tion to his four years of residence 
here he has visited T exas every 
fall for a period of from four to six 
weeks as special represetative* of 
the Breeder’s Gazette. 
A s a re­ 
sult he probably has a wider circle 
of acquaintances in T exas than in 
Michigan, his native state. 
Prof. Alvord graduated from the 
Michigan 'Agricultural College in 
1895, and for the next two years 
served his alma mater as assistant 
piofessor 
of 
agriculture. 
Then 
followed his four years of accepta­ 
ble service to the A . and M. 
Since 
leaving here in 1902 he has lived 
on his farm, engaging in general 
farming, with the breeding of fine 
cattle and fine hogs as his special­ 
ty. 
During this period he has also 
been active in college extension 
work 
and in 
farmer’s 
institute 
work, as a lecturer on dairying and 
other topics of practical concern 
to the farmers.

'The end of New York city's C hina­ 
town is at hand. 
T he board of esti­ 
m ate on parks has authorized the lay­ 
ing out of a park on the site, and al­ 


so m any ways as it does, holds more 
secrets unknow n to the white man. 
New York s Chinatown, which will 
thus be wiped out, com prises about 
1*4 acres. 
The assessed valuation of 
the property is $583,200. 
T he a g ita­ 
tion for a park in this section has been 
m et by the question of cost. and a 
rehearsal of the a rg u m en ts regarding 
M ulberry park, which is so close at 
hand, and the experiences in wiping 
out th at pest-spot in the slums. W hen 
the condem nation proceedings for ae 
ready the denizens of the strange bit j quiring M ulberry park wore sta rte d in 
1891, nearly ten years had been spent 
in agitation and prelim inaries. 
T he 
park covers 2.75 acres, nearly twice 


of the orient betw een th e Bowery and 
Pell, Doyers and Mott streets, have 
started to scatter.

nothing but a m em ory will rem ain of . aB much as will the Chinatow n park,

Schule, an assistant of Baumier at 
Freiberg, has analyzed the contents 
of the stom achs of two normal sub­ 
jects removed several hours after an 
identical test meal of bread and dis­ 
tilled water, followed in one instance 
by sleep, In the other by simple rest in 
a horizontal position, says the l o n ­ 
don Post. 
Schule shows that sleep 
during digestion always 
results In 
w eakening the motility of the stom ­ 
ach and increasing the acidity of the 
gastric juice, a fac t attributed by him 
to tho irritation caused by the chym e’s 
rem aining 
adbnormaUy long in the 
stomach. 
He has also remarked that 
simple repose in a horizontal position, 
not accompanied by sleep, stimulates 
the gastric function without increas­ 
ing the acidity.

San Francisco after the earthquake 
and fire. 
In the w estern city it was 
known that by the use of secret doors 
and passages, of wells and tunnels, 
it was possible for the C hinam en to 
hide them selves and their victims or 
lead the authorities on long and fu­ 
tile m an hunts from floor to floor and 
building to building. 
T he extent and 
elaborate scale of these passages and 
tunnels were not fully realized until 
the ruins of San F rancisco’s C hina­ 
town disclosed all of its secrets after 
the earthquake. 
T he Chinatow n of New York ranks 
next to that of San Francisco In size 


and the cost of the land. exclusive of 
im provem ents, was $1,522,055.60. 
The 
park was opened six years later. 
W h ere will the new Chinatow n be? 
Several 
sites have 
been suggested, 
and have aroused m ore or less opposi­ 
tion from the w hite men of the neigh- 
' borhood. 
One of them was at Red 
I Hook Point, Brooklyn, the property 
being the factory site of the W o rth ­ 
ington 
M anufacturing 
company, 
which is covered with old buildings. 
T he C hinam en looked at the property, 
but their appearance raised a storm 
of opposition from the neighbors, and 
it was suspected th a t th ere was a trick 
am ong the real e state dealers. 
The o th er site Is the district near 
the Brooklyn end of the W illiam sburg 
bridge. 
It is said th at th e firm of Soy

After Being Identified by the Victim 
of Hit Shameful Deed the Miscreant 
W e t Taken In Charge by a Mob and 
Soon Ditpoted Of. 


Sterrett, I. T., April I.—Just as a 
crowded excursion train from Denison 
to South McAlester t cached the depot 
at Sterrett Sunday it ran Into a des­ 
perate struggle between United States 
afflcers and a great mob of Infuriated 
people for possession of a negro ac­ 
cused of criminal assault upon Miss 
Maud Wisner, near Red river bridge 
last Saturday. Into the melee the pas­ 
sengers were thrust, and many were In 
time to see the officers overpowered 
a .ter the depot had been battered down 
and the negro dragged with a rope 
about his neck Into an old derrick 300 
yeards away and lynched. 
The officers had been waiting at 
the depot with the prisoner. Intending 
to take the excursion train to Durant. 
The negro was captured in the after­ 
noon near Colbert by a posse of citi­ 
zens and turned over to the United 
States officers, who had been notified 
at Denison of the crime and had come 
to Colbert to assist in the search. 
Some of the Colbert people were In 
favor of hanging the negro there, but 
were prevailed upon to let the law take 
its course. 
The officers started to drive over­ 
land to Durant, and had been assured 
by the city marshal ai Sterrett, or Cale, 
as It is also called, they say, that there 
would be not rouble 
lf they 
drove 
through that town. 
They held no conversation with the 
negro other than to secure - s name.
